daughters and cousins - and stay in the 
same pride for many years. The lions are 
often related to each other but not to 
the lionesses. They control a pride for 
only a short time - on average about 
two years - before they are forced out by 
a younger, stronger group. 

The adult males have three main roles 
in the pride: to defend the territory, to 
protect the lionesses from outsider 
males, and to father the cubs. 

The lionesses' main jobs are to find 
and catch prey, and bring up the cubs 
but they also look out for intruders. 



Lions, the most powerful predators in 
the whole of Africa, are the only 
- thembers of the cat family who live 
tjfgether in groups. These groups are 
' ^lled prides. The size of a pride 
faepends on how much prey there is in 
/ the surrounding area and on how easy it 
, is for the lions to get at this food. 

, ■ j'There are nearly always more lionesses 
If than lions in a pride. Small groups 
'f blight only have one adult male, but 
7 /larger groiltis are headed by several ^ 
i^les. Th^ lionesses are usually relied

AFRICAN LION 

Panthers leo 

SIZE: A fully grown male 
can grow to 3.3m long 
and weigh 240kg. 
Females are about 2.6m 
and weigh up to 182kg. 
RANGE: African lions are 
found south of the 
Sahara but not in the 
extreme south or along 
most of the west coast. 
They live in a variety of 
open places, from semi- 
desert and scrub to 
grassland and 
woodlands. They do not 
live in forests. 

LIFESPAN: Lions live for 
about 1 5 years in the 
wild.

If the younger males win, the 
old males have to go off on their 
own and usually do not manage 
to get themselves another pride. 

As soon as the young males 
take over a pride, they mate 
with the females. About six 
months later the females give 
birth to cubs. The leaders of the 
new pride family have become 
fathers for the first time. 



All male youngsters leave the 
pride before they are fully 
grown, at about the age of 
three. By this stage, they can 
hunt for themselves and they 
have started to grow a mane. 
Two or three young males may 
join together for companionship 
and to hunt. Eventually they try 
to find themselves a group of 
females so that they can start 
their own pride. 

Sometimes they join up with 
young females who have also 
left their home pride. But more 
often they confront the males of 
an existing pride and battle 
with them to win control. 



TAKING OVER 



AMIDDAY REST

part of the day, the 
pride settles in the 
shade of a tree or a 
bush. 

Sometimes they 
climb up on to a 
rocky ledge or into 
the branches of a 
tree where there is a 
slight breeze. These 
higher places also 
make good lookouts.

BELONGING TO A PRIDE

Have you ever heard 
the expression "The 
Lion's Share", meaning 
the biggest portion of 
something? Well, it 
comes from the fact 
that the adult male lion 
usually gets to eat first 
at a kill, even if he did 
not do the killing. 
That's the way we lions 
organize our meals: 
adult males first, then 
lionesses, then young 
adults and finally the 
cubs. Tough on the 
cubs, isn't it? 



If an area has a good supply of prey and 
water, then the pride stays put and 
defends its territory against other prides 
or lions which are roaming about on 
their own. Both males and females stake 
out their home patch by spraying 
certain markers, such as rocks, trees and 
logs, with urine. The males also patrol 
the borders, roaring fiercely. 

Pride members spend up to 15 hours 
a day resting. If they are in an area with 
enough cover to allow them to 
ambush their prey, then they 
might try hunting during the 
day. But in the grasslands lions 
usually wait until the 
temperature drops and daylight 
fades. Then they stretch, yawn 
and break up into small groups 
before setting off to hunt. 

If members of a pride are 
some distance apart, they keep 
in touch by deep growls. When 
they meet up, they greet each 
other by rubbing heads 
affectionately and licking faces. 

By hunting together in 
groups rather than singly, the 



lions stand a better chance of stalking 
and killing large animals, such as zebras 
and wildebeest. These kinds of prey 
provide enough food for all the 
members of the pride for several days. 

The females also help each other when 
their cubs are born. Although they will 
always feed their own cubs first, they are 
willing to suckle each other’s cubs. This 
means that if a mother is killed, her 
cubs can survive. 



ALITTLE NIPPERS 
Cubs have plenty of 
energy and while 
the adults rest they 
often wrestle 
together for hours. 
The adults are very 
tolerant - even the 
huge males allow 
the cubs to nip 
them and pull their 
tails. 

■<ROARING TIME 
The males roar 
aggressively for up 
to an hour at sunset, 
and again at dawn. 
This warns other 
lions in the area to 
keep away from the 
pride's territory. 



CIRCLE OF LIFE 

Lions play an important 
role in keeping down 
the numbers of grazing 
animals in the 
grasslands. If lions 
disappear from an area, 
their favourite prey, 
such as zebra or 
wildebeest, increase in 
numbers and soon 
damage the habitat by 
overgrazing.

Each region is 
different depending on how hot or 
cold it is and how much 
rain falls each year.“ 






Hot desert 
The days are boiling hot and the nights 
are bitterly cold. There is very little rain, 
so plants and animals need special ways 
of coping with the shortage of water. 
Desert plants, like the cactus, have 
tough skins to cut down water loss, and 
long roots for searching out moisture 
deep underground. They flower and seed 
only when it rains - even if it means 
waiting for years. 

Desert snakes and insects need very 
little water. Antelope chat live in the 
desert get all the moisture they need 
from their food, and camels can go 
without a drink for up to 10 months. 
They can get hotter than most animals 
before they start to sweat. 



Jungle 

Near the Equator in the middle 
of Africa the climate is hot and 
rainy all year round. Trees grow up 
to 70m high (as high 
as 16 double-decker 
buses), and climbing 
plants cling to their 
crunks and branches. 

On the dark forest 
floor, fungi and insects 
feed on dead plants and 
animals. Most animals 
live in the trees. Frogs 
and lizards hunt 
insects, chattering 
monkeys swing from 
branches, and birds of 
prey swoop overhead.

Scrub 

In the scrublands summers are 
long, dry and hot. Winters are 
cool and wet. Plants include 
shrubs, small trees and herbs. 
They often have small, tough 
leaves which help them live 
without water through the 
long summer drought. Small 
flowering plants rest during 
the dry season and bloom in 
spring or autumn. 

Scrublands are popular with 
butterflies, birds, lizards and 
small mammals, like the 
porcupine and the hare. Birds 
and butterflies often fly in for 
the winter to escape the ice 
and snow of northern lands.

Savannah 

The savannah is a vast, hoc grassy plain. 
It has one or two short rainy seasons, but 
most of the year it is dry and dusty. The 
most important plants are grasses, but 
there are also thorny bushes and trees. 
Thick woodland often grows along the 
banks of rivers where the soil is 
much wetter. 

Giraffe and black rhino feed 
on trees and bushes, zebra eat 
long grass and wildebeest graze 
on short grass. They are hunted 
by predators such as hyena, lion 
and leopard, while vultures 
circle overhead. Lizards and 
insects scurry around busily in 
the grasses below.
